REGARDING THE ISRAELI ATTACKS ON 
GAZA, AND THE PROTESTS IN TUNISIA AND 
IRAQ 


In line with MAC’s general line on anti-imperialism (where we support 
even national bourgeoisie forces which aim to fight imperialism, even if 
they aren’t proletariat, democratic, or communist), inter-nationalism (in 
our opinion, the only correct inter-nationalist stance for the Arab states is 
the self-determination of the non-Arab nations in them, and the eventual 
unification of all Arabs into one state, stretching from west Africa to the 
middle east, since in our opinion the Arabs form one single Arab nation), 
and anti-Zionism (we do not view the Jews as a nation, but a 
conglomerate of different nationals — mostly Europeans- who essentially 
push an idea that religions are nations and wish to colonize Arab lands 
much like European Christians did in the Americas some centuries ago), 
we have the following to say to or readers: 


GAZA 


We oppose the existence of Israel, and even the two-state solution. 
Thus, in general, we support the return of all lands occupied by Israel 
back to Palestine, or another Arab state. Specifically, regarding the 
recent attack of Israel in Gaza, the so called “Operation breaking dawn’, 
while we do not consider the Palestinian Islamic Jihad a representative 
of the interests of the Palestinians as a whole, we still support them 
against the Israeli occupier, and now is not the time for the Palestinians 
and everyone (especially our Arab brothers who read this) to allow petty 
squabbles burry the common struggle. This is nothing more than a 
terroristic, imperialistic attack on the rights of Palestinians, and an attack 
to the dignity of all Arabs everywhere. These are attacks made by the 
Israeli state officially into Palestinian territory. This is nothing more than 


terrorism, breaking any sense of the so-called bourgeoisie ‘international

law’. 


We want the reader to imagine the Palestinian state throwing bombs to 
the house of Israeli political leaders. Everyone, all journalists, all Medias, 
would denounce this ‘Palestinian terrorism’, or even authorize a UN 
invasion or sanctions or something like this. Therefore, we say to our 
readers, for non-Arabs, raise awareness of the situation as formulated 
above (on the national bourgeoisie, on anti-Zionism, or the nature of 
Arab unification), in your parties and organizations, and if you are to 
none, whenever possible. Protest, and do whatever else than protesting 
needs to be done against this crime the cosmopolitan bourgeoisie and 
world Jewry commit against the world and the Arabs. For our Arab 
readers, we wish to say one thing for the ones who believe this pathetic 
‘Patriotism’ which is specific to their fake states. The Jew is today 
fighting the Palestinian, bombing their children, tomorrow he will be in 
your doors. The Palestinian is not your ‘Muslim’ brother, but your own 
conational. If you are a Syrian living in Damascus, the Palestinian is no 
different from your neighbour. If you are a Saudi living in Jeddah, the 
Palestinian is no different from your Neighbour. If you are a Libyan living 
in Tripoli, the Palestinian is no different from your neighbour. He belongs 
to your nation and it is your duty to your nation to help him by whatever 
means possible. The Israeli is not bombing a Palestinian, he is bombing 
your neighbour. 


IRAQ 


Based on the above, we support the coalition of the cleric Mugtada al 
Sadr against the Iraqi compradorist government. As things stand, it is in 
the best interests of the Arabs and of the Iraqis to ally themselves with 
Iran for the struggle against the Imperialists and the Israelis. We wish to 
say that we do not identify ourselves with the ideology of Sadr, but we 
consider him and his movement an ally, an expression of a national 
bourgeoisie anti-imperialist movement, and thus in our opinion, their 
struggle needs to be currently supported. 


TUNISIA 


It is clear that the current compradorist government of Tunisia, allied with 
all the Arab sell out governments like the House of Saud and the Emirati 
lords, not only does not represent the Arab people in general, but not 
even the Tunisians in specific. This became clear from the revolt of the 
popular masses against this government, it became clear from the 
boycott of the constitutional referendum where 70% of the Tunisian 
people refused to participate in this referendum, where Saied wants to 
turn a parliamentary bourgeoisie democracy, to a Presidential one, 
limiting the powers of the masses (or that limited by default power they 
can have in the context of bourgeoisie democracy). We therefore 
support the opposition, and we call for the Tunisian proletarian leaders 
to isolate the right wing, swinging to compradorship elements of the 
protests and opposition, and to elevate the left wing of these protests 
and opposition, like the Popular Front and the Democratic current. This 
does not mean that the communists should not support the other 
national bourgeoisie parties in this coalition who stand on a national 
bourgeoisie and general anti-imperialist program, like Ennahda for 
example.
